BENO, July 14, 18SO. 


EDITOB NEVADA STATE JODBNAL:—The 


bullion purchasing bill having been sigai-d 
by the President, now let oar friends at 
Washington complete their work by put- 
ting in the Tariff bill an import duty of 
25 cents per ouace upon silver and silver 
coin. 


The Republicans should support such a 


measure because it would extend protection 
to a great industry, and would qaiet the 
apprehensions which many Eisteru finan- 
ciers entertain, or pretend to entertain, 
concerning the inponring opon us of en 
aTalanohe of foreign silver, and the Demo- 
crats should support it because its immedi- 
ate and direct and inevitable effect would 
be to put silver to par in this country, and 
so bring about free coinage. 


With a purchaser provided by Jaw for 


our entire product and foreign silver practi- 
cally eioluded from competition by a 
tariff, wo coald hold the fort until Europe 
was forced into retnonetization of silver, 
anil then with universal free coinage we 
could remove the tariff.

IS CEPEW A CANDIDATE. 


Republican Managers Hard at Work 


Booming Him for the Presidency. 


A Chicago dispatch says the managers of 


the Obaunoy Depew boom for the Presi- 
dency are hard at work in that city. They 
are shrewd and practical politicians, and 
they lose no opportunity of bringing out 
their candidate, who possesses a comely 
appearance aa well as a rich vocabulary 
and never faiU to make a favorable impres- 
sion on an andience. It is only a few weeks 
since Dr. Depew faced a splendid audience 
iti the Auditorium and told them all be 
knew about "The World's Fair." 
The 


address, as are all oratorical efforts of the 
great New Yorker, "was brilliant and inter- 
esting, but it really contained little that 
was new. A movement is now on foot to 
get Depew here p. gain this Fall for soother 
lecture, and then he will be iudnced to visit 
Harrison's home—Indiana—on some pre- 
text or ano'.her. Not content with present- 
ing him to a large and fashionable audienut- 
when here tbe "boomers" arranged a ban- 
quet in his honor. It was not largt-ly at- 
tended but 
was a very select 
affair. 


The figure charged for each plate was $20. 
This high price for a meal kept the Demo- 
crats away, and hence the banquet bad 
something of tbe character of a Bepublicnn 
love feast. If Depew can bring a solid 
delegation to the next National Convention 
from New York, the politicians prophecy 
that ho will not be forced by the granger 
element, as ho was in the Chicago conven- 
tion, to ascend tbe p'atform and announce 
the collapse of his candidacy for the Dom- 
ination, 


A Yellowstone ^Excursion. 


To meet a demand at this season an ex- 


oars'on has beon arranged by the Union 
Faoiao Passenger Department to go from 
Omaha, N=b., to Yellowstone National 
Park, Shoshono Falls, Salt Lake City, Gar- 
field Beach, Denver and other points of in 
tersat. Tha railroad company will furnish 
6-horae Concord coaches, which will carry 
the party from Beaver oanyon, Idaho, to 
and through the Yellowstone. 
These 


coaches will also be taken to Shoshone 
and used for the ride to Great Shoslione 
Falls. 
At each stopping place, each 


SB Ogden, Salt Lake 
City, Cheyenne 


and Denver, the coaches will be unloaded, 
and the tourists conveyed from the depot 
to tbe hole's, 
Afterward a rids to nil points 


of interest in each city will be taken, 
From Beaver canyon to Yellowstone Park 
Will cciupy three days going, three days 
returning and eight days will be spent in 
the Park, Excellent tents and good equip- 
ment far oumpiojj will be furnished, and 
while in tha Park the tourists will be 
quartered at the various hotels. Too rate 
for Ihe ronnd nip will bo $225, including 
Inial bills for the trip which will take 
thirty <5»jf. 


"UNLESS TOU KNOW." 


Josh Billings is credited with the aphor- 


ism that "it ia always dangerous to pYoph- 
eay unless you know." Apropos of silver 
and politics tbe Washington, D. C. Senti- 
nel says: 


Whatever may be the outcome of the sil- 


ver question in Congress it is certain to 
become an element of controversy in the 
cnmpa ga this Fall, especially in the West. 
We have our own views on tbia important 
subject, and they are far from being in ac- 
cord with the extremeets on either side. 


But it is only fair that aspirants for po= 


liticnl honois, and who'are using all means 
to promote their ambition, shoold ba seen 
in the records they have made. Mr. Cleve- 
land seeks industriously, in nnd out of sea- 
eon a third nomination for the Presidency. 
Since bis enforced depaiture from the 
White House hs bus omitted no opportun- 
ity 10 pose before the public in that capac- 


ity. 


Before his inauguration, Mr, B'.'Ogan, 


Mr. Bland, Mr. Warner and other Demo- 
cratic representatives addressed Mr. Cleve- 
land a respectful letter, asking him "not to 
commit him°e!f or,tbe Administration to 
the policy of suspending the coinage of sil- 
ver, eta." They also inquired if ho would 
receive a deputation to present their vitiws 
on this subject. 


Mr. Cleveland snubbed tbia proposition 


for a personal conference, and required the 
opinions to ba submitted in writing, which 
was socorcliagly dona. The following an- 
swer was given to tho public a few duys bu- 
fore he started for Washington: 
To the HOQ. A. J. Warner aud others, 


members of the Forty-eightS Cougreas: 
GENTLEMEN—The letter which I have 


bad ihe houor to receive from yon invites 
and indeed obliges me to gi re expression to 
some grave public uece^sitits, although m 
advance of tbo moment when they would 
become the objscta of my official core and 
partial responsibility. Your solicitude that 
my judgment shull have been oar-fully and 
deiibtmcely formed is entirely just, and I 
accept the Baggsstion in the same friendly 
spirit in which it has been made. It is also 
fully justified by the nature of the financial 
crisis which under the operation of the Aat 
of Congress of February 23, 1878, is now 
close »t band. 
By a compliance with the 


requirement of tlmt law all the vaults of 
the Fedrral Treasury have been and ar<" 
heaped full of silver coins, which are now 
»orth loss than 85 per cent of the gold 
dollur prescribed as "Che unit of value" in 
Section 14 of the Act of February 12, 1873, 
and which, with tha silver certificates rep- 
resenting t,uch coin, are receivable for all 
public dues. Being thns receivable, while 
also constantly increasing in quantity «t 
the rate of §28,000,000 a year, it bus fol- 
lowed, of necessity, that the flow of gold 
into the treasury has been steadily dimin- 
Uh<-d. Silver aud silver certificates have 
displaced and ore displacing gold, and the 
sum of gold in the Federal Treasury now 
available for the .payment of the gold obli- 
gations of the United States and for the 
redemption of .United States notes, called 
"greenbacks," i£ not already encroached 
upon, imperiously near such encroachment. 


These are facts, which, as they do not 


admit of difference of opinion, call for no 
argument. They have been forewarned to 
us in tha official reports of every Secretary 
of the Treasury from 1878 till now. They 
are plainly affirmed in the last December 
report of the present Secretary of ihe 
Treasury to the Speaker of the present 
House of Representatives. 
They appear 


in the official documents of this Congress 
and in me records of the Now York Clear- 
ing House of which the Treasury is a mem- 
ber, aud through whioh the bulk of tbe re- 
o ipte and payments of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and of the country pass. 


Those being the facts of our present con- 


dition, our dauger and our duty to avert 
that danger would seem to be plain, 
I 


hope that you concur with me, and with the 
L-rciit majority of our fellow citizens in 
deeming it moat desirable at the present 
juncture to maintain and continue in use 
ihe mass of oar gold coia as well as tbe 
mass of silver already coined. This is pos- 
sible by a present suspension of the par- 
chase nnd coinage of silver, I am not 
iware that by any othnr method is it possi- 
ble. 
It is of momentous importance to 


prevetit the two metals from parting com- 
pany; to prevent the disnga of gold in the 
Custom Houses of the Unitad States, in 
the dnil; business of the people; to prevent 
tho ultimata expulsion of ^old by silver, 
Such a financial crisis as these events 
would certainly precipitate were it now to 
follow npoa so long a period of commercial 
depression would involve the people of 
every city and evc-ry State in tbe Union in 
a prolonged and disastrous trouble. The 
revival of business enterprise and prosper- 
ity so ardently desired and apparently so 
near would ba hopelessly postponed. Gold

BURIAL OF THE BOOTS, 


SOME SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT DEAD 


MEN'S SHOES..; 
: 


Where a Funeral Is Called a Dead Shoe. 


• Pretty Little Storlci In Which Shoes AM 
Prominent Characters—How the Qneen 
Moved the Former. 


The superstition of the burial of the boots 


probably survives In England^ It is about 
seventeen years siuco the writer, heard' from 
on old gypsy that when another gypsy, was 
"puvado," or "earthed," a very good pair of 
boots was placed by him in the grava. Who 
reason was not given; perhaps It was not 
known. These customs often survive after 
the cause is forgotten, simply from some feel- 
ing that good or bad luck attends their ob- 
servance or the neglect of it 


Many years since a writer in an article on 


shoes in The English Magazine stated that 
"according to an Aryan tradition, the great- 
er part of the way from the land of the living 
to that of death lay through morasses and 
vast moors overgrown with ferns and thorns. 
That the dead might not pass over them bare- 
Coot, a pair of shoes was laid with them in 
the grave." 


Tho shoe was of old- in many countries a 


symbol of life, liberty, or entire personal con- 
trol. In Ruth we are told that "it was the 
custom in Israel concerning changing, that a 
man clucked, off his shoe and delivered it to 
his neighbor." So the bride, who was original- 
ly a slave, transferred herself by the symbol 
of the shoe. 


When the Emperor Wladimir made propo- 


sals of marriage to the daughter of Ragnald, 
she replied scornfully that she would not taka 
off her shoes to the son of a slave. Gregory 
of Tours, in speaking of weddings, say's: "The 
bridegroom, having given a ring to the bride, 
presents her with a shoe," 


A OUBIOtTS CUSTOM. 


As regards the Scandinavian liel-shoe, or 


hell-shoe, Kelley, in his "Indo-European 
Folk Lore," tells us that a funeral is still 
called a dead shoe in the Henneberg district; 
and the writer already cited adds that in a 
MS. of the Cotton library, containing an ac- 
count of Cleveland in Yorkshire in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, there is a passage which 
illustrates this curious custom. It was quoted 
by Sir Walter Scott in the notes to "Min- 
strelsy of the Scottish Border," and runs 
thusi "When any dieth oertaina women sing 
a song to the dead bodie, reciting the journey 
that tho partye deceased must goe; and they 
are of beliefe that once in their lives it is 
goode to give a pair of new shoes to a poor 
man; forasmuch as before this life they are 
to pass barefooto through a_great lande, full 
of thorns and furzen—excepte by the meryte 
of the almes aforesaid they have redeemed 
the forfeyte—for at the edge of the lande an 
onlde man shall meet thorn with the name 
shoes that were given by the portie when he 
was lyving, and after he hath shodde them 
dismisscth them to go through thick and thin 
without scratch or scallo." 


This must be a very agreeable reflection to 


all gentlemen • who havo bestowed their old 
boots on waiters, or ladies who have in like 
fashion gifted their maids. To be sure, the 
legend specifies new shoes; but surely a pair 
of thirty shilling boots' only half worn count 
for as much as a new pals of half a sovereign 
chaussures. 
However, if one is to go 


"through thick and thin Without scratch or 
scalle," it may be just as well to be on the 
safe side, aud give a good new extra stout 
pair to the gardener for Christmas. 
For 


truly the superstitions are strange things, 
and no one knows what mp.y be in them! 
There arc one or two quaint shoe stories of 
bhe olden time which may be of value to the 
collector. 
or/pro iw SHOES. 


It bef el once in the beginnings of Bohemia 


that, according to Schafarik ("Slawischo Al- 
terthumer," H., p. 422), Libnssa, queen of 
that land, found herself compelled by her 
council to wed. And the wise men, being 
icnsulted, declared that he who was to marry 
the queen would be found by her favorite 
torse, who would lead the way till he found 
a man eating from an iron table,.and kneel to 
aim. So the horse went on, and unto a field 
where a man sat eating a peasant's dinner 
trom a plowshare. This was tho farmer 
Prschemischl. So they covered him with tho 
royal robes and led him to the queen expect-. 
int. But ere going he took his shoes of wil- 
low wood and placed them in his bosom, and 
kept them to remind him ever after of his 
low origin. 


It will, of course, at once strike the reader, 


as it has the learned, that this is a story that 
would naturally originate in any country 
where there are iron plowshares, horses, 
queens and wooden shoes: and, as Schafarik 
shrewdly suggests, that it was all "a put up 
job;" since, of course, Prschemischi was 
xlready a lover of the queen, the horse 
was trained to find him and to kneel before 
aim, 
and, finally, that the plowshare and 


wooden shoes were the prepared properties 
of the little drama. The Seven-League boots 
and the shoes of Peter Schlemihl, which take 
one over the world at will, have a variation 
in a pair recorded in another tale. 


There was a beautiful and extremely proud 


damsel, who refused a young man with every 
conceivable aggravation of the offence, in- 
Forming him that when she ran after him, 
and not before, that he might hope to marry 
aer; and at the same time meeting a poor old 
woman who begged her for a pair of old 
shoes. To which the proud princess replied: 


Shoes here, shoes there; 
Give me a couple, I'll give thee a pair. 


To which the old woman, who was a witch, 
grimly uttered, "I'll give thee a pair 
which"— Tho rest of the expression was 
really too unamiable to repeat. Well, the 
youth and the witch met, and going to tho 
ady's shoemaker, "made him make" a su- 
perbly elegant pair of shoes, which were sent 
;o the damsel as a gift. Such a gift! No 
sooner were they put on than off they start- 
ed, carrying the princess, malgre elle, over 
hill and dale. By and by she saw that a 
man—the man, of course, whom she hod re- 
teed—was in advance of her. As in the 
song of the "Cork Leg," "the shoes never 
stopped, but kept on the pace." And the 
young man led her to a lonely castle and 
reasoned with her. And us she had promised 
a marry him should she ever run after him, 
and as she had pursued him a whole day, she 
kept her word. The shoes she sent to the 
witch filed with gold, and they were wed- 
ded, and all went aa merry as a thousand 
jrigs in a duck pond.—St. James Gazette.
